Soutiiern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary,  in  Louisville,  Ky.;  an- 
otlier  recjueHting  eacii  Baptist  miniKter  in  tlu;  State  to  take  a  collec- 
tion for  Howard  Colleg(!;  and  recommending  that  the  Trnstec^s  keep 
an  agent  in  the  field;  anotlur  urging  our  peoiJJe  to  send  their  sons  to 
tho  Howard;  another  recommending  the  ChrisHaii  Index  to  our 
churclies  as  un  organ  of  communication,  and  refjucsling  tlie  Proprie- 
tor of  that  paper  to  open  an  Alabama  Department,  with  Editor  hav- 
ing his  unico  in  this  State,  with  such  salary  as  will  enable  the  said  Ed- 
itor to  give  proper  attention  to  that  position;  another  recjuesting  the 
churclies  throughout  the  State  to  send  to  the  Convention  a  report  of 
rU  monies  collected  for  all  objects,  so  that  it  may  be  known  wliat  tho 
denomination  is  doing  in  benevolence  ;  another  appointing  a  commit- 
tee to  prepare  a  suitable  pap(>r  in  memory  of  the  late  brother  Gov. 
John  (iill  Shorter;  another  appointing  the  iVi-sident  of  this  body  to 
drall  a  suitable  order  of  business  for  subsequent  sessions  of  this  Con- 
vention. 

The  claims  of  the  various  objects  fostered  by  the  body  wore  pre- 
sented at  the  hours  specially  set  apart  to  them  and  collections  taken.
